Communist China proclaimed 
yesterday that three of its moun- 
taineers have reached the sum- 
mit of Mt. Everest to mark the 
first time in history that the 
world’s highest peak has been 
successfully scaled from the 
sheer northern side. 

In reporting that the three 
reached the 29,028foot summit 
at 420 a.m. Wednesday, New 
China News Agency provided 
the first official confirmation of 
a Communist expedition scaling 
Everest. 

There had been in the 
West about a joint Soviet-Chi- 
nese expedition. Yesterdhy's 
announcement, broadcast over 
Peiping Radio and heard in 
Tokyo, emphasized this was a 
“Chinese expedition under the 
leadership of the Communist 


Party. * 

The broadcast said Three

WASHINGTON (AP)—U.S.

Herter warned Congress Friday 
that in the aftermath of the 
summit conference collapse the 
United States must be prepared 
“to withstand ve pres 
sures from Russia” in Berlin 
and elsewhere.

The trenton Government was 
informed by its representative 
in Turkey that Menderes was 
in custody and would stand 
trial.

Meddling 


With Business Queried 


By SHELDON WESSON 


Other than the Socialist or 
Communist countries of the 
world, and other than the group 
of small dictatorships around 
the world, is there any nation 
In which businessmen are sub- 
ject to the demands and orders 
of a Government bureaucracy 
to the extent that they are in 
Japan? 

Is there any other country 
in which a manufacturer may 
in effect have all or part of his 
business suspended or killed 
off, directly or imdirectly, by 
actions of a Government bu- 
reau? 

Has it ever occurred to any- 
one in Japan that such actions 
may, in effect, deprive the rm 
and its owner(s) of property 
without due process of law? 

The latitude for discretion on 
the part of the ministries in ap- 
plying the provisions of eco- 
nomic control legislation is 
wide, due to the generalities 
employed in the wording of 
some regulations. But what re- 
courses does the individual 
businessman — affected deeply 
by such discretionary actions— 
have, if he disagrees? 

All those questions have come 
up time and again in my discus 
sions, with foreigners and Japa- 
nese alike, of export quotas, 
price controls, etc. “I think 
that MITI has no right to do 
this, but what can I do? What 
can the manufacturer whom I 
buy from do?” 

With a straight face, I have 
often answered: He can to 
court and demand that TI 
show cause why it should re- 
fuse to accept his application 
for an export license (for ex- 
ample). 

is suggestion is always 
greeted with amazement or 
amusement — although in the 
United States (for instance) the 
businessman's recourse against 
the action of any Government 
agency is to the courts. 

But let us assume that X“ 
company should appeal in this 
way. It might be months or 
years before his case could be 
heard. Meanwhile, “X” would be 
strictly pn. g. in Kasumigaseki. 
What chance would any piece 
of paper X“ might submit have 
of going further than the near- 
est pigeon-hole? And so, by 
the time his case came up in 
court. X would be out of 
business, gone and forgotten. 

This is, perhaps, all very

But a neutral observer, watch- 
Ing this situation, cannot help 
but be impressed with the im- 
plications for the future, with 


pear to be happily willing to 
yield more and more such dis 
cretionary powers (over their 
own businesses, individually 
and collectively) to the Govern- 
ment bureaucracy. 


This tendency has made ra. 


pid progress in the past few 
years. At one time, Government 
agencies went through the mo 
tions of consulting with the in- 
dusiries concerned (through 
their trade associations) before 
taking drastic actions. Often, 
the industries were induced to 
“request” or “recommend” the 
actions. Now there is an in- 
creasing tendency to present in- 
dustry with a fait accompli. 

The recent instances of the 
Canadian textile products quota 
and the transistor radio quota 
can be cited. In the former 
case, Galmusbo simply made an 
agreement, which equally sim- 
ply became binding on iIndus- 
try. In the latter case, MITI 
simply suspended the export 
business. 

Take the example of the fish- 
eries agreement in Moscow. The 
Government now presents the 
fishing industry with a fact: 
You are limited to such-and- 
such,

The result was, of course, a foregone conclusion. In 
any case, any one of the Western powers that are perma- 
nerit members of the Security Council could have negatived 
the resolution by exercising its veto but the actual voting 
Obviated the necessity of using a single-power veto. 


Mr. Gromyko countered the adverse vote by revealing 
later that the Russians.intended to raise the question in 
the U.N. Genéral Assembly but whether this would be 
at the regular session or at a special session, he declined 


to say. 


It may strike some observers as strange that after 
President Eisenhower had stated that the U2 flights across 
Soviet territory would not be continued that the Russians

In à comparative scale of fiber 
consumption per head in 1957, 
the United States leads 39 other 
countries of the world.

From this 
scale, it is seen that Japan's 
fiber consumption per head is 
in 17th place and 1.25 times as 
much as the 40-nation. average, 
while Japan's national income 
per head is 28th with 44 per 
cent of the 40-nation average. 

Japan apparently is living be- 
yond her means, as far as 
clothing is concerned. This con- 
clusion appears right, because 
Japanese are not spending as 


much on food and shelter as on — 


clothing. The U.N. Statistical 
Yearbook shows that the Japa- 
nese are taking only less than 
onefourth of animal proteins 
the Americans are taking, and 
are — one-third of Germans, 
nehmen and Englishmen. 
Less Calories 


Since food is one item that 
cannot be economized upon on 
account of comparative pover- 
ty, that much disparity in pro- 
tein intake cannot be dismissed 
as insignificant or as arising 
from the difference in custom 
and climate. In total caloric 
value of food intake, the Japa- 
nese are taking about 70 per 
cent of the caloric intake in the 
Western countries. Japan is 
only slightly better in nutri 
tion than some other Asian 
countries where parts of the

Unlike food, the condition of 
shelter can easily be observed 
by onlookers. But 125 per 
cent of all households in Japan 
are not adequately housed, 
according to a statistical survey 
conducted in October 1958 by 
the Government Statistics 
Bureau.

therefore, popular life in Japan 
may well be depicted as a pret- 
tily clad girl coming out of a 
amall, rather mean house 
where people are eating rice 
and cabbage day after day. It 
is more realistic, however, to 
add a TV antenna on the roof 
of that shantylike building. 


Peeling Pinch 

In thé past three years, the 
production of (elevision sets, in- 
creased 9 times and refrigera- 
tors 13.5 times. According to 
an Economic Planning Agency 
survey last summer 36.7 per 
cent of urban households pos- 
sess Washing machines, 34.1 
per cent electric fans and 9.7 
cent refrigerators. In 
the United States, 924 per 
cent of wired homes 
refrigerators and 81.5 per cent 
electric washers in January 
1955. The difference is large, 
but unlike the food situation, 
Japan. is closer to the United 
States than to other parts of 
Asia, as far as electrical ap- 
pliances are concerned. 


Under the Japanese way of 
life, some appliances are neces- 
sary but some are not indispen- 
gable. Television, notably, is 
spreading largely because one's 
neighbor has erected an anten- 


na. That is what may loosely 
be called demonstration et- 
fect.” 


No wonder that the Japanese 
are feeling the pinch. The 
real national income per head 
reached the prewar 1934-36 
level in 1954 and exceeded it 
by about 30 per cent last year. 
Despite this, it is rather diffi- 
cult for Japanese workers to 
live in ease while at the same 
time possessing television and 
keeping their women prettier 
than ever. . 

Income Difference 


In the ease Of white-collar 
workers, the feeling of pinch is 
compounded by the fact that the 
increase of elr income has 
lagged far behind the increase 
of manual laborers and farm- 
ers. According to a computa- 
tion by the Economic Planning 
Agency, the farmer's nominal 
income increased. 405 times 
over the 193436 period, the 
manual worker's income 391 
times but the white-collar 
worker's income not quite 200 
times. 


The above mentioned figures 
are all part of the economic real- 
ity that determines the people's 
morale in presentday Japan. 
The drawback lies in living 
beyond one's means. 

Our Government leaders are 
saying they will gear the long- 
range economic planning to a 
program to double the national 
income. But a grandiose pro- 
mise of double income may 

rove d pointing, if Japan 
bails to do dway with the 


drawbacks evident in the pres- be 


ent system. 


But our businessmen are en- 
deavoring to sell color televi- 
gion, for instance, as soon as 
monochrome television gets dif- 
fused, and autorhobiles, while 
Japanese roads still remain in 
a miserable condition. When 
the people cannot afford to live 
beyond their means, they offer 
a new method called instalment 
buying. 

Consumer Credit 

In the United States, instal- 
ment buying is now taken for 
granted. Consumer credit is 
said to be an integral part of 
American life. Over there, the 
possibility of consumer instal- 
ment loans being charged 6f 
as losses is less than 1 per cent, 
and consumer credit has often 
been deemed to represent man's 
confidence in man.” 


Is Japan like the 
United States? A certain Japa- 
nese bank is now planning to 
open a consumer credit depart- 
ment. It may seem rather too 
late, because the National City 
Bank of New York established 
its consumer credit department 
in 1928 and the Bank of Amer- 
ica in 1929. 

But Japan obviously is not 
the United States. One import- 
ant difference is that money is 
not abundant in Japan and the 
money rate is high. This is 
true despite the high rate of 
personal saving, which may ap- 
pear to confute the above argu- 
ment against living beyond 
one’s means but which in real- 
ity is nothing but an inadequate, 
though painful, substitute of a 
social security system. 
Since there are many essential 
projects requiring investment, 
why should the meager source 
of money be further depleted 
to encourage the rather foolish 
way of living beyond one's 
means?

After the Wreck 


LONDON—Western reaction 
to the collapse of the summit 
meeting in Parig has been com- 
posed, cool and steady, There 
has been an extraordinary 
degree of unanimity behind the 
view that Khrushchey went to 
Paris determined to wreck the 
conference and 
that the Amer. 
ican U2 aircraft 
incident was a 
pretext rather 
than the reason 
for the sabotage 
of the summit, 

The intemper- 
ance of his lan- 


trasting mode- é 

ration of his main proposals in 
East Berlin was an all too typi- 
cal example of Soviet diplomacy, 
blowing hot and cold. e feel- 
ing that Khrushchev hag this 
time grotesquely overplayed 
his hand was not confined to 
the West. Reports leaking from 
behind the Iron Curtain suggest 
that opinion in the gsateilite 
countries has been confused 
and disturbed by this latest in 
a long series of diplomatic 
somersaults, 

In the West it has had one 
immediate and important con- 
sequence. Khrushchev may 
well have hoped that by his con- 
duct in Paris he could upset the 
equilibrium of the Western am- 
ance. If so, it was a gross mis- 
calculation. Western solidarity 
has emerged as strong as ever 
from the bitterness of disap- 
pointment. The United States, 
Britain and France have ali 
pledged themselves ready to 
enter into negotiations at any 
time. 


No one has worked harder or 
more patiently to bring Khrush- 
chev to the conference tabie 
than Maé@millan, the British 
Prime Minister. Yet it is already 
clear that he has put his dis- 
appointment behind him. With 
no thought of despair, he has 
steeled himself once more to 
tread the long, hard path to an- 
other Summit. . 


Highway Science 


A phrase which has crept in- 
to the vocabulary of experts in 
road engineering has now been 
stam with the authority of 
a university degree. When Ern- 
est Marples, British Minister of 
Transport, returned from his 
fact-finding mission in the Unit- 
ed States as part of his com- 
paign to solve Britain's growing 
traffic problems, he made fre- 
quent use of the term “traffic 
engineering.” Now it is to be 
embodied in a new British deg- 
ree, Master of Science (highway 
and traffic engineering). 


A new graduate school is be- 
ing built at Birmingham Uni- 
versity from which will emerge 
a new breed of scientist-engi- 
neer, soundly equipped to tackle 
the complex riddle of unsnarling 
traffic on congested highroads. 

The £33,000 building with its 
£35,000 equipment will form 
part of the university's civil en- 
gineering department, and will 
be in full use by August, A 
grant of £140,000 has been ae 
vided by private organizations 
to help it make its own way in 
the field, Already, men released 
from work with private firms or 

blic authorities are studying 
or the new degree under Prof, 
J. Kolbuszewski, a naturalized 
Briton born in Poland, who has 
fought a long battle to estab 
lish the school. 

Much is expected of the first 
graduates. They are part of a 
fresh approach to traffic pro- 
blems. The tendency in the past 
has been to devise means of 
controlling traffic on existi 
roads, which were first lai 
down long before anyone could 
have foreseen the demands of 
the universal motor car, The 
sciéntist-engineers 
will be to plan new roads, “fiy- 
overs,’ subways, bridges and so 
on to meet the needs of modern 
road transport, 


Paperback University 


A publishing phenomenon of 
the mid-20th century is the 
astonishing rise of the paper 


back book. In all countries the 


history of publishing can offer 
examples of attempts to popu. 
larize a cheap paperback edition 
—hnearly always unsuccessful, © 
In many cases the aim was to 
give the customer a book Which 
he could afterward have bound 
for himself according to his 
owh taste. There was a limit- 
ed sale for these. But those 
which were designed to attract 
by their cheapness usually fail- 
ed to pay. f 


It was not until the 19308 
in Britain that well-produced 
paperback novels and nonfiction, 
al works suddenly swooped inte 
favor. Since then their rise has 
been rapid. It is estimated that 
there is an annual sale of 70 
million copies in Britain and 
300 million in the United States 
—and sales are still rising, 


Similar tendencies may be 
noted throughout Europe, and 
at an exhibition now running 
in London there are examples 
in 30 languages. For young 
generations just starting out in 
life the paperback offers a 
chance of building up a per- 
sonal iibrary and opening me 
gateway to the world of ideas. 
They serve moreover as a sort 
of cultural barometer, marking 
by their sales the swecess or 
otherwise of tie educational 
systems of the nations in which 
they are sold. Above and be- 
yond that, it is an encouraging 
sign that the paperback is push- 
ing out the frontiers of know!l- 
edge into almost every corner 
of the world, as the London ex- 
hibition amply confirms. 


Round the Capitals 


Geneva reports that visitors 
to the inaugural ceremony of 
the huge proton synchroton 
machine built by the European 
Organization for Nuclear Re 
search were able to see an 
enormous photographic enlarge- 
ment showing disintegration of 
the atom. Measuring some 12 
feet square, it was a mosaic of 
many photographs which at- 
4empted to show in two dimen- 
sions the scattering of nuclear 

icles in three dimensions. 
Mounting the enlargement in 
position involved the use of a 
30-ton traveling crane and a 
“highly acrobatic” team of 
firemen.
